Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 1-5 have been allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 recites the structural limitation of a board process unit 
, comprising grasping members mounted respectively relative to the two moving 
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members by the first cylinders for movement toward and away from the two moving 
members such that both ends of the carrying belt are adapted to be grasped by the 
grasping members by moving the cylinders respectively mounted on the two moving 
members and second cylinders for moving the pushing rollers into engagement with the 
process board for pushing the process board, in combination with the rest of the recited 
structure, clearly defines over the prior art. 

The unique arrangement of the grasping members holding and moving the 
carrying belt within this conveyor processing unit, allows for the grasping members to 
prevent any lag in the carrying belt while the board to be processed is in the processing 
position.
